The enforcement of the act 
will fall upon the members of the po¬ 
lite force of the province and. in this 
work they will require the assistance 
,of every prohibitionist who supported 
the measure. 

That the task will be herculean is 
without question for during the year 
1919 when we had such prohibition 
of inter-provincial traffic, the profits 
"according to the attorney-general, on 
legal sale of liquor, were at least 
$2,150,000, while he estimated that the 
profits made by bootleggers and those 
engaged in illegal operation if stills, 
amounted to $3,500,000. n these 
were the profits the total sales must 
have been several times the figures 
mentioned. 

With these statistics from the chief 
law officer of the province available, 
it cannot be said that the sources of 
mpply were cut off or the bootleggers 
stamped out in 1919, and it will be 
seen on the face of it that real hard 
work confronts those Who supported 
the measure on Monday last—that is I 
if they continue to remain faithful to 
the cause they so ardently -upported 
on October 25. .< • |

LIQUOR VENDORS IN "N.B. 


FOR HEAR A SCORE OF YEARS THE 
U.F.A. HAS BEEN FORGING AHEAD. 


At a cabinet meeting held recently 
the New Brunswick government con- 
•sidered the appointment of a commis¬ 
sion to handle liquor supplies in that 
province, It is underStdbd that if ap¬ 
pointed, the commission will control 
tlie wholesale disti ibution of liquor 
within the province, replacing the 
present licensed whole aleis. 

It is believed- that retail distribu¬ 
tion for medical and sacramental 
purposes only will be carried on 
through licensed retail vendors as at 
present, but the retailer.- will be re¬ 
quired to secure all their supplies 
through the commission. The com¬ 
mission will be solely for the purpose 
of buying and selling supplies and 
will have nothing to do with the en¬ 
forcement of the prohibition law.

The dead body of a man found over 
the l T .S. border near Manyberries has 
been-identified as that of Victor Ry- 
berg, formerly of the Blackie district, 
who was shot and killed by the car¬ 
bine discharged by Constable Hale, of 
the A.P.P., on Sunday last. The 
shooting is the sequel to the story of 
the escape of two prisoners, of whom 
the dead man was one, the other be¬ 
ing Michael Alchenique, who escaped 
from the custody of the police while 
being conducted to Lethbridge on Sep¬ 
tember 29 from Etzikom. 

These two men were arrested ..at 
Nolan’s garage, Etzikom, with a quan¬ 
tity of liquor, in a car. The ear with 
the liquor, in charge of Constable 
Streetfield, was going ahead, follow¬ 
ed by a car in which were the two 
prisoners in charge of Constable Rowe. 
The front car stalled in loose sand at 
Purple Springs, and the two prisoners 
were released from their handcuffs to 
give a hand in getting it out. this 
accomplished, they were making their 
way back to the rear car, the engine 
of which was still running, when they 
knocked the constable down and got 
away with the car. At the inquest 
held in Lethbridge Detective Crerar 
gave a graphic description of the 
fight that took place in the car be¬ 
tween him and the three bootleggers, 
including the deceased, the other two 
being a man named Thompson, who 
was driving the car, and Mitch Al¬ 
chenique. The car was going at a 
rate of speed the detective had nevei 
experienced before. In his own words 
"it was zig-zagging like a snake” and 
all the time, what might have been a 
mortal combat, so far as Crerar was 
concerned, with the three men in the 
car on him, and a loaded carbine with 
its muzzle placed on the bridge of his 
nose, causing an abrasion thereon, 
but luckily with the cartridge not ex¬ 
ploding was going on. Later it de¬ 
veloped into a fight for the carbine, 
the property of the detective, with the 
men struggling in the car which at 
one time was left to its own guidance, 
speeding at a terrific rate, with the 
man at the wheel leaving it and lean¬ 
ing over to pummel the detective. So 
it went on. with the car going towards 
the Q ranch when, in the distance was 
seen Constable Hale. Seeing what 
was going on in the car, and crouching 
with his 22. taking aim to end the 
deadly combat with his comrade at 
the mercy of thiee desperate men he 
fired. The bullet was effectual, with 
the dead man falling on the knees of 
Crerar as he was attempting to pull 
the trigger of the carbine a second 
time. The shock of the bullet sent 
Ryberg down and the carbine was 
seized by another and in the fight for 
its possession it was whirled out of 
the car and fell on the prairie.

TAX ARREARS BEING PAID 


The treasury of the province is be¬ 
ing swelled this fall by the receipts 
of tax arrears following the applica¬ 
tion of the tax arrears which Requires 
payment of all taxes in the province 
up to the end'oT lavt year, failing 
which the lands or properties will be 
sold for taxes. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provincial 
treasurer, said Thursday morning 
that the effect of the advertising all 
land in arrears for sale during the 
next two months has been payment 
of such arrears in a growing volumn. 
Although considerable^ sub-divided 
properties outside the cities and 
towns are apparently to be allowed .to 
go to the auction block for arrears. 

According to returns as published 
Mr. Mitchell says nearly all outstand¬ 
ing accounts against farm lands are 
being paid to avoid the sale and the 
total collection of the province in this 
manner is already large. The pro¬ 
vincial treasurer refers to the fact 
that biany of these arrears have beer, 
standing for several years and the de¬ 
ficits which have had to be met by the 
government in annual accounting were 
the result of the non-payment of tax¬ 
es due. This year the situation prom¬ 
ises to be greatly improved both as 
regards payment of current taxes and 
the collection of arrears. 


FORT NORMAN GUSHER 


Private news has been received at 
Edmonton that a well has been 
brought in south of Fort Norman 
which is flowing a barrel a minute, 
which would make it a 1,400-barrel 
well. The gusher sent the oil 16 feet 
over the derrick, when it came in. 

The first oil struck was at a dis¬ 
tance of from 85 to 88 feet, which in 
addition to the oil proper gas and 
water were also met with. 

From 260 to 272 feet oil and gas 
were encountered, without water, and 
oil at a depth of from 320 to 400 feet, 
the oil was in preponderance, until 
the 800-foot level was reached, when 
the big flow broke through.
